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Claim Objections 

Claims 8 and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: it is 
suggested to change "a" (claim 8, line 1) and (claim 12, line 2, second occurrence and 
line 4) to - -the- - or - -said- - Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 2, 3, 14, 19, 23, 25, 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. The limitations "before the condition is met, after the condition 
is met, or both before and after the condition is met" require undue experimentation and 
the person skilled in the art would not know how to make and/or use the invention since 
the condition is not specific. 

Claims 1 - 18 and 29 - 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, "once a condition is met" (line 6) is vague and indefinite 
because it is not readily clear as to what that "condition" entails, i.e., no specific 
"condition" has been established. 
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All claims linked to claim 1 are necessarily rejected based upon their 
dependency. 

Regarding claim 13, "once a condition is met" (bridging lines 7-8) is vague and 
indefinite because it is not readily clear as to what that "condition" entails, i.e., no 
specific "condition" has been established. Also, "once a condition is met" (line 11) is 
vague and indefinite because it is not readily clear as to what that "condition" entails, 
i.e., no specific "condition" has been established and it is further not clear as to whether 
that same "condition" applies to both the 'discriminator portion' and the 'conditional 
instruction handler.' 

All claims linked to claim 13 are necessarily rejected based upon their 
dependency. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Gilmore et al. (US 5,070,458) teaches aircraft performance 
determined by characteristics using previously learned performance parameters.
